HOWES SAYS. 


CONFESSED FORGER TELLS 


HIS SWINDLING PLANS. 


Reaped Rich Returns in Various 
Cities, Asserts Portiand Man Who 
Was Captured Here, and intended 
to Extend His Operations to Many 


Other Promising Fields. 


When C. R. Howes, the forger cap- 
tured Saturday night, was given the 
“third degree” by the detectives last 
night, he revealed a swindling scheme 
of wide proportions. 
Ogden, Denver, Butte, Kansas City, 
Omaha and St. Louls had been singled 
out by him as promising fields for new 
operations. Flushed with the success | 
of a year's unchecked career as a check | 
forger, Howes studied out a system 
which propably would have cost count- 
lees merchants thousands of dollars. 

Howes made Portland his headquar- | 
ters. There he was best known. Yet 
he admits having secured hundreds of 
dollars on forged checks In that city. 
Working out of Portland Howes 
buncoed merchants 
town of any size north of Oakland, and 
west of the Rocky Mountains, up to 
the Canadian border. After each sortie 
into the surrounding country, he re- 
turned to Portland, he says, and there 
lived in luxury on the proceeds of 
his crimes. 
So fruitful were these forgeries that 
Howes decided to make an 
trip throughout the Middle West and 
spread his forgeries 
Even the Portland police department 
was unaware that Howes had lived in 
their city, so well had his plans suc- 
It was necessary for the Los 
Angeles department to send nearly the 
entire confession to the northern po- 
lice before it was able to begin work 
on the case. 
first confession, Howes told 
the police that he had first fallen into 
forgery in fan Francisco, a year ago, 
when he went there to find work, and 
was buncoed by gamblers, He says he 
started his forgery campaign on a tip 
from @ gambler who took pity on him. 
Howes had been a candy maker, and 
lived with his wife in Portland. When 
he returned from San Francieco he re- 
established himself in a qaiet lodging 
house and began to represent himeelf 
a private detective.

In Switzeriand a package weighing

Small domestic animals when prop- 
erly crated are sent by post in Great 
Britain, and the big department stores 
of Lendon are today utilising the post- 
Office department for delivery of their 
parcels. 

DEVELOPMENT OF SYSTEM. 

These instances show the develop- 
ment of the parcels post system. It is 
not hoped by the postoffice authorities 
that in a country like the United 
States, where here are vast undevel- 
oped areas and where population is 
much leas dense, even in the Bast, than 
it ie in Europe, there should be any

There are refinments in the parcels 
post business which -have been carried 
Into effect successfully in Great Brit- 
ain. The postoffice department, for tn- 
stance, virtually insures a package 
up to $10, and for 4. cents extra in- 
creases the limit of the guaranty to $25. 
For a special fee of 35 cents the govern- 
ment wil) give an insurance certificate 
up to a maximum value of $1099. 

There is but little doubt the adoption 
of the parcels post would hurt the ex- 
press companies. The development of 
thie branch of the mail service in Eu- 
rope, has been more natural because on 
the other side of the water the carriage 
of amall parcels by the express com- 
panies never has been really systemat- 
ized.

Decline of Marriage. 


R. J. Q@. HENRY. pastor of the | life Jesus said, “Today is salvation fevery one around him. 


First Baptist Church preached 
yesterday the first vrermon of a 
series on ““The Home,” choosing as his 
particular topic, “The Decline of Mar- 
riage,” and basing his remarks on 
I Timothy iv, 3: “Forbidding to mar- 
ry.” He said, during this sermon: 
“The deciine of marriage is one of 
the ominous signs’ of the times. It 
touches and tarnishes the prime insti- 
tution of the civilized world Some peo- 
ple ought never to marry Such as 
fools, idiots, and seriously diseased and 
brutal. The explanation of this alarm- 
ing fact is found first of all in the 
false and unacriptura! notions of mar- 
riage. It is viewed as a civil contract 
instead of a religious privilege. The 
stability of the State depends upon the 
right relation of the sexes. Instead of 
genuine love, all sorts of unworthy mo- 
tives furnish the basis of matrimony, 
money, convenience, romance lead 
many into hasty and fatal a!liances. 
This holy state of matrinuwony is viewed 
as a kind of lotterv, where the quality 
and vaiue of the prize are uncertain 
and interminable. 
“The extravagances of modern hfe 
are responsible, in part, for the decline 
of matrimeny. The simplicity of the 


firet marriege has passed away. Elab-. 


orate display and vulgar ostentation at 
the wedding ceremony, are the aimost 
certain precursors of scandalous pro- 
ceedings in the divorce court’. To 
marry is almost as expensive as to die. 
The silly exists that newly-mear- 
ried young people must begin iife 
where their parents left off. The cost 
of dress, pleosure, and living are such 
as to deter many young men from be- 
coming benedicts. 

“The growth of selfishness and the 
exaggerated forms of individualism 
make heavy contributions to prevent 
marriage. As a historic fact increased 
culture renders marriage unpopular, it 
creates moroid hyper-critism, critical 
fastidiousness, and ideais which few 


can fill. The age of luxury is both sel-— 


fish and sinful. It means growing inde- 
pendence and svaughtiness between the 
sexes, The social and industrial life 
of the twenticth century woman makes 
her less susceptibie to the appeal for 


marriage. 
“Undoubtedly, the growth of clubs, 


societies, and lodges has much to do)! 


with the decline of marriage. They are 
expensive, they furnish comradeship, 
provide for social life and so in a real 
and oftimes perilous way become sub- 
stitute for the home. Neither club or 
ledge life minister to the sanctity or 
the security of domestic ties. 

“False notions of marriage deter 
many people from entering. upon this 
holy «tate. For yeurs a certain brand 
of socialism hows disseminated concep- 
tions of marriage ana married life that 
ere utterly false and dertructive of do- 
mestic peace. This philosophy has been 
atheistic. It regards a’; social instilu- 
tions as purely voluntary. It ignores 
God and puts the marriage tie wholly 
under the sanction of the state. 
robs the home of ite moral basis and 
ite religious significance. 

“In sneering st “ngland’s domestic 
life, J. Stuart Mill said: “The whole of 
one sex is devoted to dollar hunting 
and the other to breeding dollar hunt- 
ers. He deciares marriage to be ‘the 
only actual bondage. Von Humboldt 
said: ‘1 regard marriage as a sin an 
the propagation of children a crime.’ 
Such philosophy underlies the practice 
of infanticide. ‘Nihilism demands the 
equalization of the sexes and the dis- 
solution of the family.” The whole ten- 
dency of Such teaching is to degrade 
and @Gestroy the home and to deter 
young people ‘rom entering upon the 
sacred privilege and duty of marriage. 

“No one wiil question that the preva- 
lence of immorality and the fearful 
scourge of the secial evil are largely 
responsible ‘or the decadence of mar- 
riage. Impurity has become an epi- 
demic. Brutality and cruelty in family 
life discoureges many from taking upon 
themseéives ‘his holy vow. On an av- 
erage about 3000 women in this country 
are murdered by brutal! and heartless 
huebends. The whipping post is alto- 
gether too mild for these domestic 


flends. 


"The most terrible fact in the expla- | 


nation of the decline of marriage is 
found In the easy unpescriptural divorce 
that has become the curse and the 
ecandal of American civilization. One 
half-million marriage ties have been 
dissolved by the courte of this country 
within the pact twenty years: while 
the ntmmber of those who have sought 
release from the marriage tie has 
doubled within the past fifteen years. 
Pretexts without number are given as

HIGHEST VOLTAGE FRIGHTFUL. 
LY CHARS UNFORTUNATE, 


Caught Among High Live Wiring, 
Bradbury Scorched Until He Falls 
on Cable; Doctors Marvel at His 


Survival—Admira! Dayton —_iin- 
spects Cruiser Pennsylvania. 
SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 27.—Held 


prisoner in a maze of electric light and 
telephone wires, E. P. Bradbury, IJr., 
a lineman employed by the Edison 
Electric Company, was nearly electro- 
cuted here this afternoon. Bradbury 
went to West Arrellaga street, Arling- 
ton Heights, to repair an electric line. 
He climbed a pole surmounted by a 
distributing box. He had been at work 
but a moment when he was seen to 
fall backward, while a cloud of biuish 
smoke rose from his left shoulder and 
legs. Residents were quick to notice his 
peril, and they acted quickly. 

A young woman rang for Dr. Side- 
botham. Another, Miss A. E. Fordham, 
a music teacher, ran beneath the wires 
and implored approaching men to help. 
A ladder was secured and hurried to 
the scene. Meantime the man appeared 
to have lost consciousness. He was 
hang upon the sizzling wires about 
five utes when his pole spikes 
broke from their hold and his body fell 
from the wires. Directly beneath ran 
a thick cable containing telephone 
wires. Upon this the lineman fell, 
striking exactly in his waist, bending 
him. The shock seemed to revive him 
and he clung to the wires. 

Below, little Miss Fordham appealed 
to the sufferer to “hold tight,”’ and he 
would be safe. Her encouragement 
probably saved his life. In a moment 
the ladder was raised, and the lineman 
taken to the ground. He was uncon- 
scious by this time, and was removed 
to the Quisisano Hospital, where he 
lies tn a critical condition. His shoul- 
der is burned to the bone, and his 
legs are shockingly charred by contact 
with the live wires. He was subject 
to the terrible voltage at least five 
minutes, and the surgeons marvel at 
his survival.
